CROP IS SHORT. 


Government Plans for Billion 
Bushels Get Setback. 
Condition December First is 

Lowest on Record, 


Lack of Rain Cuts Estimate 
by About One-half.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.-—Gov- 
ernment plans for a billion-bushel 
wheat crop next year to help the 
United States feed ite allies have 
received a setback. It was disclosed 
today by the December crop report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
that while winter wheat was plant- 
ed on the largest acreage cver sown 
to that cereal, its condition Decem- 
1 was the lowest on record Yor 
date.

FARMERS DID BEST. 
An area of more than 47,000,000 


Increased sowings of winter wheat 
and rye throughout the country 
Were urged upon farmers by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, in order to 
supply the needs of the co-belliger- 
ents of the United States in the 
war. This year’s short crop of 
wheat has necessitated adoption of 
methods te conserve the supply by 
having consumers in the United 
, States cut down use of that cereal, 

MANY ACRES GIVEN UP. 

While last year sowings of Win- 
ter wheat Were on the second lats- 
est area ever planted to that cereal, 
severe winter conditions caused an 
abandonment of more than 31 per 
cent. of the acreage. Last fall, 
40,634,000 acres were planted to 
winter wheat, revised figures show, 
but the area harvested was only 27,- 
663.000 acres, a reduction of 12. 
881,000 acres from the planted area. 
The 1915 sowings were 39,203,000 
acres, while the harvested area that 
season was £4,829400 acres. 

Last year’s abandoned acréake 


conditions is about 10 per cent. 

Conditions for planting and the 
early growth of this year’s crop 
have not been the best. Dry weather 
Gelayed germination of late-sown 
seed and in some sections prevented 
plowing and seeding. 

It was one of the dryest Novem- 
bers on record. Rainfall during 
that month was less than 25 per 
cent. of the normal from Eastern 
Kansas. eastward across tlowa. 
Northern Missouri, Central and 
Northern Illinois, Indiana and Ohie, 
the principal winter wheat belt. 
The Department of Agriculture, 
however, says the yield of win 
wheat is not determined entirely 
the rainfall during the late summer 
and fall.

misses the idea as impracticable. He 
admits that such an appointment 
would meet*the wifes of the 
French, who he says, are disappoint- 
ed because the British will not con- 


sent to this, but e convinced that 
the scheme would prove a failure. 

The writer cites various oeccur- 
rences to show that the centralization 
of the command in Germany has not 
prevented great German fallures and 
almost catastrophes, while he argues 
that the German successes are more 
owing to the internal ness of 
‘iermany's enemies than to her own 
strength. He maitintaing that the ap- 
potntment of a generalissimo for the 
Allies would start frictlop; everyone! 
would grumble and become suap!- 
rious, and if the troops of ene of 
the nations failed, everybody would 
denounce the generalissime and the 
resentment would be intense. 

“The fact has to be accepted,” 
pays the correspondent, “that an 
army can stand defeat undi its own 
chiefs, but cannot stand defeat in- 
curred tn obering the orders of a 
foreign general.

snap would be more than he cared. 
“It has been urged by some 
pseudo-patriots,” he said, that now 
that we are at war with Germany 
we ought to discontinue the teach- 
ing of German in the schools. Noth- 
ing could be more fallacious. To 
stop the teaching of German would 
be as though a man were to go into 
his room and pull down the blinds 
and shut out all the light. There 
is not a subject under the sun that 
has not been more thoroughly in- 
vestigated and d German 
writers than by the writers of other 
countries. Once the Latin tongues 
were the language of science and 
philosophy, but in the present day 
the German has supplanted them. 
“German must not be dropped. 
No matter how much we may hate 
the Kaiser, or how much we may 
fight the German troops, let us keep 
our study of the German language 
living for the sake of science. The 
German did not make the 
Kaiser and it is not responsible for 
the Kaiser. And the Kaiser must 
chuckle when he hears of the at- 
tempts in this country to stop the 
study of German.” 
After reading his paper. Prof. 
Cooper came back to a further ex- 
tempore laudation of the literature 
of Nieteche, Tre ke and Von 
Bernhardi.
